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Cairo spokesman says Palestine

Egyptian presidential spokesman 
Tahsin Bashir said yesterday that 
Cairo was now seeking to establish 
the right of the Palestinians for 
self-determination. He added that 
the Palestinians will have to coexist 
with the Jewish State of Israel 
within their own independent entity. 

Bashir stressed that the notion of 
eliminating the Jewish state was no 
longer regarded as an acceptable 
solution in Egypt, and that the Pa-

In an interview with Beirut’s “Al- 
Diyar” weekly, Bashir said that 
foliowing the exercise of self-deter- 
mination “the Palestinians will have 
to decide with which Arab state 
to merge—Egypt, Syria or Jordan.” 
It was not clear whether Bashir’s 
remarks signalied yet another pos- 
sible Egyptian change in policy 
toward the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization, which has opposed the 
euphemism of ‘“gelf-determination” 
while claiming to be “the sole and 
legitimate representative” holding 


the right to decide on the fate of 
the Palestinians, 

Egypt had been calling for the 
establishment of a Palestinian state 
on the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, but Bashir’s emphasis on an 
eventual merger of the Palestinians 
with one of the neighbouring Arab 
states indicated that new winds 
might be now blowing from Cairo 
with regard to the Palestinian issue.

« With an eye to the 27-nation: 
energy conference scheduled in 
Paris December 16, they declared 
their determination to secure for 
their countries the energy resources 
needed for economic pfrowth. 

President Ford, who was known 
to have been pessimistic about pros- 
pects of any far-ranging decisions 
being taken at Rambouillet, said as 
he left that the talks had been 
“highly successful in every respect.”

Samaritans had 
sold scrolls to 
avoid starving 


HOLON. — A Samaritan dele- 
gation to London at the turn of 
the century sold a manuscript 
for “a few dozen pounds Ster- 
img,” to save the community 
from starvation. That manu- 
script was purchased by Israel 
from the Sassoon collection two 
weeks ago for $80,000. 

A Samaritan publication here 
this week says Samaritan ex- 
perts have examined the manu- 
script—a Samaritan Bible copied 
by 8 priest in 1215 CE — and 
concluded it was one of several 
ancient manuscripts the Samari- 
tans sold to collectors in Engiand 
for a total of a few hundred 
pounds. The money helped the 
Samaritan community in Nablus 
to eat for a while: they had been 
on the threshold of starvation. 

The manuscript, written by the 
priest Avi Berchahta, was bought 
at the Zurich auction of items 
from the Sassoon collection for 
$80,000. There are 66 more Sa- 
maritan manuscripts in the Sas- 
soon collection, which the Sama- 
ritans hope to bring back to 
“their rightful place” in Israel.

REYKJAVIE, Iceland (UPI). — 
Talks on a British fishing pact 
within Iceland's newly-proclaimed 
200-mile coastal limits broke down 
yesterday and Icelandic gunboats 
immediately moved out into the sea 
to hunt down British trawlers.

{including the Housing Ministry): 
it would put the Absorption Minis- 
try out of the business of selling 
flata — which are provided by the 
Housing Ministry — to new immi- 
grants. Ideally, the new settler 
would get a subsidy from the Gov- 
ernment towards rental of public 
housing. Years later, perhaps, when 
he had accumulated savings or the 
size of his family had changed, he 


‘could get some help in getting a 


mortgage to buy a flat. 

This system would work best, 
asserts Sherman, in larger towns 
and cities, 


Sherman said 15,800 i ts, 
arrived here m the first 10 months 
of 1975, and he hoped the figure

Tfound two things most disturbing 
—the music and the let-down between 
les. The piano score for ‘The 
Green Table,"’ written especially by 
F.A.Cohen, struck me as obvious 
and as blatant as a bad sound ac- 
companiment to a silent movie — 
with one exception: while the 
diplomats minced around the table, 
the music provided a light ironic 
ba with a tango. As for the 
second problem, it seems to be that a 
better staging device could be found 
than a black-out after each scene, 
which called for applause and thus 
lowered the emotional! tension. 

* However, these drawbacks were 
more than compensated for by 
choreographic interest: variety and 
clarity were achieved through con- 
trast in movement styles and 
gestures, always suitable to the con-' 


tent.. Diplomats pranced about like —

THE CHAMBER Ensemble's Se- 
cond subscription concert (Tel Aviv, 
Belt Hahayal, November 10), with 
Mendi Rodan as conductor, offereda 
variegated programme which was, 
however, slightly overladen and too 
long. Many people left after Tai's 
“Else,” depriving themselves of the 
pleasure of listening to the last item, 
one of Haydn's earlier, but 
nevertheless very attractive 
symphonies (No. 48). Boccherini's 
symphony. which opened the 
programme, seemed superfluous 
and could have been dropped without 
any loss. 

Boccherini was followed by 
Ligeti’s ‘“‘Ramifieation,”’ one of the 
composer's later works, but un- 
doubtedly not one of his strongest. 
Like all of Ligeti's works, it exhibits 
miero-motion, micro-polyphony, 


. micro-dynamies and a complete 


absence of harmonic feeling, metre, 
and beat. But in ‘‘Ramifieation” 
Ligeti re-Introduces intervallic 
figuration, even motivie patterns, of 
which there are no traces in his 
earlier works. All of the instrumen- 
tal voices seem to be concentrated in 
one tight knot, but are then ramified 
into the various registers. This ex- 
panding and contracting motion 
repeats itself several times until the 
work suddenly ends, giving one the 
feeling he has heard only a fragment 
of something longer, which could 
have continued endlessly in the in- 
audible sphere. Under Rodan’s

The drama is that 
of the once-famous_Jewish-German 
poetess Else Lasker-Schuler, who 
died forgotten in Jerusalem in 1945. 
The poet Eliraz wrote the highly 
sophisticated libretto comprising 11 
numbers which constitute a sur- 
realistic panorama of Else's strange 
imeginary world, Tal used a small 
combination of mezzo-soprano, 
narrator (Gideon Singer) and four 
instruments, and seemed genuinely 
inspired by the image of the poetess 
and the text and the abilities of 
singer Adi Etzion, who also per- 
formed in the premiere jast 
summer,

THE FOCUS of attention during 
the next few days will be Syria 
and its decision whether or not to 
extend the mandate of the 


will undoubtedly determine 
whether the diplomatic process. 
launched in the aftermath of the 
1978 Yom Kippur war will be 
maintained or whether 
Damascus will embark on a new 
hostile position, which may have 
incalculable consequences. 
Reports trom Washington this 
week said that U.S. Ambassador 
to Damascus, Richard Murphy, 
had conveyed an American 
message to Syrian President 
Bafez Assad whose spokesman 
in turn declared that the Syrian 
Government was ruling out 
negotiating an interim 
settlement with Israel on the 
lines of last September's Sinai 
accord with Egypt. The contents 
of the American message, 
reflecting Washington's ideas on 
the Golan, have not been 
disclosed, but indications are 
that the U.S. now tends to agree 
with Damascus about recon- 
vening the Geneva Mideast 
«peace conference. However there ap- 
pears to be a proviso that Syria 
postpone the issue of including 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) in such 
talks and instead re-instate 
Jordan as representative of the 
West Bank if not as the 
spokesman for the Palestinians. 
The Syrian agreement over 
such a move was seen as the 
price paid for the Americans’ 
pledge to eventually include the 
Palestinians, whose cause was 
recently furthered by 
Washington in the Saunders 
document. : 
Despite the political momen- 
tum which the PLO has been 
in internatidnal forums, 
thanks to the irresponsible 
resolutions adopted at the U.N., 
not only Syria but also Egypt 
seem to be warming up their 
flirtation, probably within this 
context, with King Hussein. The 
Jordanian monarch, who turned 
40 at the week-end, now appears 
to be making his statesmanship 
apparent in the Arab arena once 


again.

The fact that the document was not 
prepared on the State Department's 
Initiative, but requested by a 
Congressional committee is irrele- 
vant.
